REPORT  OF  THE  FIRST  ANNUAL  MEETING  OF  THE 

CANADIAN  SOCIETY  FOR  THE  PROTECTION  OF 

BIRDS,   HELD    IN    THE  ROYAL  CANADIAN 

INSTITUTE,    TORONTO,   OCTOBER   25, 

AT  8  P.M. 

The  President,  Miss  H.  M.  Merrill  was  in  the  chair,  and  pre- 
sent was  a  large  number  of  the  members  and  their  friends. 

The  President,  after  a  few  words  of  welcome,  called  upon 
the  Secretary  and  Acting  Treasurer,  Miss  Laura  B.  Durand,  to 
present  the  first  annual  report.     This  follows : — 

Report  of  Secretary  from  January  28  to  October  25,  1915  : 

Madam  President  and  Fellow  Members — 

In  receiving  this  report  of  your  Secretary  I  trust  that  you  will 
bear  in  mind  the  many  difficulties  encountered  in  promoting  this 
Society  and  the  abnormal  conditions  existing  in  our  country  under 
which  the  enterprise  has  been  conducted  since  the  incorporation 
of  the  Society  on  January  28th  of  the  present  year,  only  nine 
months  ago.

T  think  I  am  safe  in  saying  that  were  we  not  fully  convinced 
tliat  the  objects  for  which  this  Association  exists *are  patriotic  in 
a  high  degree,  we  would  not  he  gathered  here  to-night  in  this  time 
of  grave  anxiety,  and,  I  can  speak  for  myself,  might  even  ha\  c 
abandoned  for  the,  present,  our  project. 

^  Through  the  months  since  our  incorporation  hi>i   l.inn.ii y  w  c 
have  quietly  persevered  and  met  with  fair  success. 

We  have  enrolled  one  hundred  and  sixty-two  life  and  annual 
members. 

Forty-seven  of  these  were  carried  on  from  the  unincorporated 
society  of  the  same  name,  without  further  payment  of  fees,  on 
resolution  of  the  first  directors,  in  the  process  of  organization,  on 
February  8th,  of  the  present  year. 

The  junior  membership  is  large,  between  four  and  five  hun- 
dred names  having  been  handed  in,  and  might  have  reached  \rr\ 
large  figures  had  we  possessed  an  adequate  equipment  in  litera- 
ture, buttons,  charts,  colored  cards,  etc.,  all  the  outfit,  in  short. 
for  enlisting  and  retaining  the  interest  of  children. 

This  deficiency  may  possibly  be  partly  supplied  next  year  if 
the  promised  illustrated  Canadian  Bird  Book  is  issued  by  the 
Dominion  Department  of  Agriculture.  This  undertakmg  is  due 
•to  the  strong  representations  we  have  made  to  the  Minister  of 
the  public  demand  for  such  an  authoritative  text  book. 

Junior  membership  is  a  field  that  the  Society  purposes  to 
pursue  vigorously,  although  it  is  one  which  entails  the  expenditure 
of  much  time  and  money  and  will  bring  no  financial  returns,  for 
we  base  our  hope  of  saving  the  birds  on  the  education  of  our 
children  regarding  their  value  to  the  world.

Note. — This  does  not  include  the  value  of  pins,  literature  and 
supplies  on  hand  nor  the  amount  due  for  any  of  these  to  the  un- 
incorporated society,  if  any. 

The  largest  item  of  our  expenditure  was  for  printing.  The 
sum  of  $18.00  was  expended  in  postage,  which  indicates  the 
activity  of  the  Secretary,  who  has  had  neither  assistant  nor  steno 
grapher.  Typing  cost  us  $16.75.  Rent  for  the  use  of  the  library 
and  lecture  room  in  this  building  was  moderate.  $15.00.  The 
privilege  of  receiving  our  mail  at  the  office  of  this  building  is 
extended  to  the  Association  free  of  charge. 

We  had  deficits  on  both  the  banquet  and  garden  party,  which 
were  cleared  out  of  the  general  funds. 

I  beg  those  persons  who  have  not  paid  their  fees  for  the  past 
year,  after  having  been  elected  as  members,  will  do  so  at  once 
and  enable  the  Secretary  to  begin  the  new  financial  year  with  a 
clean  sheet  and  a  balance. 

Three  evening  lectures,  open  to  the  public,  have  been  given 
since  January.  For  these  opportunities  of  interesting  the  general 
public  in  bird  life  we  are  indebted  to  Dr.  C.  K.  Clarke,  our  first 
vice-president,  who  gave  an  address  on  "The  Birds  of  Cataraqui 
Marsh,"  on  March  19;  to  Mr.  W.  E.  Saunders,  London,  Ont.,  who 
gave  an  address  on  the  "Birds  of  Western  Ontario"  on  April  29th 
and  to  Dr.  H.  ^L  Speechly,  Pilot  Mound,  Manitoba,  who  delighted 
a  large  audience  with  his  story  of  "The  Birds  of  Manitoba,"  in 
the  Physics  Building,  on  September  25th. 

An  attractive  programme  of  r>iday  afternoon  addresses  was 
carried  out  during  April  and  May.  These  meetings  proved  highly 
enjoyable  and  were  largely  attended  and  resulted  in  recruiting 
many  new  members.  The  following  kindly  contributed  to  this 
programme:     Prof.  McXairn,  on  the  "Fxolntion  of  P)ird  Music": 


Mr.  T.  B.  Kurata,  on  "Some  Birds  of  Japan";  Miss  Louise  Mur- 
phy, on  "Imitations  of  Song  Birds";  Mr.  S.  T.  Wood,  on  "Glances 
at  the  Bird  World";  Mr.  George  A.  Cornish,  on  "The  Problem 
of  Migration,"  and  Prof.  A.  T.  Coleman  on  "Fossil  Birds." 

Mr.  Saunders  generously  gave  us  two  lectures  on  April  29th, 
one  to  a  crowded  audience  of  the  school  children  of  Toronto,  in 
the  afternoon,  in  the  Physics  Building,  and  again  to  the  AssociaT 
tion  in  the  Theatre  of  the  General  Hospital  in  the  evening. 

Correspondence  has  been  carried  on  with  prominent  educa- 
tionalists and  naturalists  in  six  provinces  with  the  result  that 
branches  of  this  association  are  likely  to  be  organized  in  every 
one. 

The  Poster  crusade  is  our  greatest  pride.  About  5,000  of 
the  "Protect  the  Bird"  poster  have  been  put  up  in  every  part  of 
Ontario. 

In  August  the  Minister  of  Public  Works  for  Ontario  printed 
for  the  Society  1,C00  cards  of  "Warning,"  reminding  the  public 
that  a  heavy  penalty  attached  to  destroying  insectivorous  birds, 
their  eggs  or  nests. 

These  cards  have  nearly  all  been  disposed  by  our  members 
in  the  environs  of  Toronto  and  conspicuously  posted  up  through- 
out the  province. 

Our  greatest  asset  is  the  reprint  of  James  Buckland's  report 
on  "The  Value  of  Birds  to  Man,"  a  Canadian  edition  of  which  has 
been  published  for  the  association  by  the  Minister  of  Education. 
To  the  generosity  of  the  Hon.  Dr.  Pyne  we  are  also  indebted  for 
assistance  in  distributing  our  posters  and  for  the  postage  on  them. 

The  distribution  of  this  edition  of  15,000  copies  of  "The 
Value  of  Birds  to  Man"  will  undoubtedly  be  a  tremendous  factor 
for  success   in  this  movement. 

On  October  1st  your  Secretary  had  a  personal  interview,  by 
appointment,  with  the  Premier  of  Ontario,  and  asked  for  financial 
assistance  for  this  Association.  The  Premier  received  my  report 
of  our  movement  with  great  interest  and  referred  me  to  the 
Minister  of  Public  Works,  with  whom  I  had  an  interview  a  week 
later.  The  Minister  approved  the  movement  and  congratulated 
us  upon  the  success  with  which  the  Association  is  carrying  out  its 
objects  and  stated  that  he  w^ould  do  his  utmost  in  our  behalf. 

The  one  factor  of  discouragement  with  which  w^e  have  met 
has  derived  from  the  source  whence  we  should  have  met  with 
strongest  support^where  we  might  naturally  have  looked  for  ful- 
lest appreciation  of  our  disinterested  efforts  for  the  protection  of 
birds,  and  whither  we  hoped  to  go  for  encouragement  and  counsel 
—that  is  from  the  scientific  ornithologists  of  Canada.     They  have 


not  only  stood  aloof  from,  but  when  appealed  to  have  distinctly 
snubbed  the  Association. 

One  of  these  gentlemen,  who  shall  go  unnamed  in  these 
iniiiutes,  has  written  me  several  times  to  express  his  deep  distrust 
of  popular  movements  for  the  protection  of  birds,  and  to  relegate 
the  members  of  this  Association  contemptuously  to  a  category  of 
"sentimental  ornithologists." 

I  should  like  to  put  it  on  record  that  I  think  the  unfriendly 
attitude  of  our  learned  critics  reflects  little  credit  upon  tlieir 
judgment,  their  vision  and  their  patriotism. 

In  conclusion,  while  conveying  my  appreciation  of  the  ready 
help  rendered  me  by  several  members  of  the  executive  in  the  past 
months  I  wish  particularly  to  thank  my  colleague.  Miss  Merrill, 
for  her  loyalty,  moral  support,  and  brave  optimism  during  the 
first  dark  uncertain  days  of  this  movement,  and  all  along  the 
pathway  of  the  success  which  has  so  far  attended  the  efforts  of 
this  Association.

The  President  appointed  Mr.  J.  D.  Spence  and  Mr.  R.  P. 
Fairbairn  auditors. 


Report  of  the  Secretary  for  the  Year  October,  1915,  to  October, 

1916. 

The  Second  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Association  was  held  in 
the  Studio  of  the  Margaret  Eaton  School  of  Expression,  on  Fri- 
day evening,  October  27th,  at  8  o'clock.  The  President,  Miss 
Merrill,  on  rising,  made  no  address  but  immediately  called  upon 
the  Secretar}',  Miss  Laura  B.  Durand,  to  present  her  report  of  the 
year.     The  Secretary  said  : 

Madame  President  and  Members  of  this  Association,  I  must 
ask  you  to  receive  a  verbal  report  of  the  work  of  the  year  to- 
night, for  I  have  mislaid  the  w^ritten  notes  for  my  report.  1  shall 
be  able,  however,  to  review  the  work  in  detail,  as  well  as  on  gen- 
eral lines.  I'^irst,  I  must  express  regret  that  our  hoped  for  grant 
from  the  Ciovernment  has  not  materialized.  The  Minister  of 
Public  Works,  who  directs  the  Department  of  Game  and  Fisheries 
.1..,*  :    ^1^^.  Department  whose  province  it  is  to  protect  the  !)irds 


specified  in  the  Act — has  expressed  unquaHfied  approval  of 
and  sympathy  with  this  movement.  FaiHng  to  secure  a  grant  for 
the  Association  he  expressed  a  desire  to  assist  us  in  other  direc- 
tions, within  his  power,  and  authorized  his  Deputy,  Mr.  Alfred 
Sheriff,  to  issue  our  posters  and  other  necessary  literature  and  to 
pay  the  postage  on  these  and  bundles  of  literature  distributed  from 
his  department.  Early  last  spring  your  Secretary  drafted  a  new 
poster,  which  was  approved  by  the  Executive.  It  reads  as  follows : 
(Copy  displayed). 

Protect  the  Birds 

They  Protect  You 

How?    By  Eating  the  Injurious  Insects  which  destroy  Trees  and 

Plants. 

We  depend  for  our  Life  on  Trees  and  Plants. 

Insects  if  unchecked  increase  enormously. 

One  pair  of  potato  bugs  if  unchecked  would  increase  to  60,000,000 

bugs  in  one  season. 

One  pair  of  gypsy  moths  if  unchecked  would  produce  enough 

moths  to  destroy  everything  green  in  Canada  in  8  years. 

Every  year  Canada  loses  $180,000,000  in  Forests  and  Crops 

Through  Insect  Pests. 

A  Bird  will  Eat  its  Own  Weight  in  Insects  in  One  Day. 

The  crop  of  one  Bob  White  killed  by  a  mowing  machine  contained 

40  potato  bugs  and  250  weed  seeds. 
Robins  eat  wire  worms,  click  beetles,  white  grubs,  cut  worms, 

army  worms,  gypsy  moths,  brown-tailed  moths. 
Quails  feed  on  weed  seeds  and  potato  bugs  and  are  the  farmers' 

friends.

The  Deputy  Minister  printed  2,000  copies  of  this  poster.  He 
also  issued  a  second  edition  of  1,000  copies  of  our  "Warning" 
poster,  drafted  by  Mr.  Frank  F.  Payne.     It  reads  : 

WARNING. 

Persons  destroying  or  capturing  wild  birds,  or  interfering 
with  their  nests,  are  subject  to  a  fine  of  $20  under  the  Ontario  Act 
to  Protect  Insectivorous  and  Other  Birds. 

Notice  is  given  that  members  of  the  Canadian  Society  for  the 
Protection  of  Birds  will  lay  information  against  any  person  vio- 
lating this  law.     H.  M.  Merrill,  President. 


It  sounds  very  nice  to  have  our  postage  paid  in  part  by  the 
Ciovernmcnt,  but  in  practise  it  has  been  hard  manual  labor  for 
the  Secretary,  who  might  have  been  seen  on  many  a  broiling  hot 
summer  day  toiling  through  the  park  weighted  with  bundles  to  be 
mailed  free  for  the  Association.  One  of  the  Deputies  took  pity 
on  me  and  on  several  occasions  despatched  a  messenger  for  the 
parcels.  Last  spring  the  distribution  of  the  first  edition  of  10,000 
posters  to  the  schools  of  Ontario  was  completed  through  the  gen- 
erosity of  the  Minister  of  Education.  In  this  work  I  had,  as  last 
}ear,  the  kind  assistance  of  Mrs.  J.  A.  Harvey  and  Miss  Joan 
and  Miss  Elizabeth  Dempster.  When  Mrs.  Harvey  was  unable 
to  come  and  work  she  sent  her  little  daughter  to  assist  on  several 
occasions.  I  am  also  indebted  to  Miss  Isabel  MacLachlan  for 
giving  several  hours  of  her  busy  days  in  completing  this  work. 
The  schools  of  the  Province  have  not  all  been  covered  yet.  Then; 
remain  several  districts  in  the  north  and  west  to  receive  posters. 
Indeed,  the  entire  work  needs  now  to  be  repeated,  for  paper  post- 
ers are  perishable  and  often  torn  down.  But  who  is  willing  to 
undertake  this  formidable  task?  As  far  as  has  been  humanly 
possible  your  Secretary  has  distributed  ''The  Value  of  Birds  to 
Man,"  throughout  Canada.  The  long-promised  Bird  Book,  to  be 
issued  by  the  Dominion  Government,  appears  now  to  be  near 
realization.  Mr.  P.  A.  Taverner,  of  the  Victoria  Memorial  Mu- 
seum, Ottawa,  has  furnished  the  text,  and  expresses  the  hope  that 
the  book  may  be  published  early  next  year.  It  will  contain  100 
fine  colored  plates  of  Eastern  Canadian  birds.  The  lack  of  a  bird 
book,  suitable  for  children,  has  very  seriously  delayed  this  move- 
ment in  Canada.  We  have  been  obliged  to  stand  by,  helpless,  and 
see  Canadian  children  enrolled  as  members  of  an  American 
society  which  is  able  to  offer  them  attractive  bird  cards,  charts, 
literature,  etc.,  for  ten  cents  a  head. 

With  regard  to  local  work  we  have  done  very  well.  Last 
autumn  and  winter  interesting  programmes  were  carried  through. 
To  the  autumn  programme,  Mr.  Hobson,  of  Woodstock.  Dr.  X. 
A.  Powell,  and  Prof.  A.  P.  Coleman  contributed  delightful  ad- 
dresses. Those  who  helped  us  with  the  winter  programme  were 
equally  successful.  Dr.  Clarke  lectured  twice,  first  on  (kills,  and 
second  on  the  Peregrine  I'^alcon ;  Mr.  Frank  Payne  spoke  on  "The 
Birds  of  Hudson's  Straits,"  Prof.  J.  \\\  Crow  on  (iame  Birds, 
and  Prof.  R.  B.  Thomson  on  Kew  Gardens.  The  piece  de  resist- 
ance of  the  programme  was  undoubtedly  Jack  Miner,  whose 
address  in  Convocation  Hall,  on  February  5th,  created  a  species  of 
sensation.  The  silver  collection  taken  up  on  that  evening  paid  all 
expenses,  with  a  little  balance  in  our  favor.     No  question  has  been 


asked  me  more  frequently  since,  than  ''When  is  Jack  Miner  com- 
ing again  ?"    We  hope  to  bring  him  here  early  in  the  year, 

Another  of  our  successful  events  was  the  second  annual 
dinner,  which  took  place  on  May  11th.  About  seventy-five  mem- 
bers attended.  The  Dominion  Government  was  represented  by 
Dr.  C.  Gordon  Hewitt,  Dominion  Entomologist,  who  made  the 
address  of  the  evening  on  the  protection  of  birds.  The  dinner  was 
a  success  financially,  also,  and  left  a  balance  in  our  exchequer. 
Another  social  event  of  pleasurable  memory,  was  the  Garden 
Party  held  at  "Harcroft,"  the  beautiful  residence  of  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
Harvey,  on  June  23rd.  Several  general  meetings  have  been  held 
and  the  Constitution  is  gradually,  through  amendments,  getting 
into  shape. 

You  will  notice  that  we  have  ceased  to  have  our  headquarters 
at  the  Canadian  Institute. 

At  the  time  of  incorporation  your  Secretary  made  an  arrange- 
ment with  the  Honorary  Secretary  of  the  Institute,  whereby  this 
Association  should  receive  its  mail  at  the  Institute  free  of  charge 
and  hold  meetings  there  at  a  stated  charge  of  $2  for  an  afternoon 
meeting  and  $3  for  an  evening  meeting.  In  return  for  the  accom- 
modation of  receiving  our  mail  at  that  address  your  Secretary 
promised  to  spread  abroad  in  Canada  the  name  of  the  Institute. 
This  has  been  done.  But,  suddenly,  last  autumn,  our  friendly  re- 
lations suffered  a  sea  change.  It  became  increasingly  and  painfully 
evident  that  the  Association  was  not  wanted  there  by  some  person 
and  the  first  act  of  the  new  council  in  October  was  to  put  through 
a  resolution  terminating  all  arrangements  between  this  Associa- 
tion and  the  Canadian  Institute.     Hinc  illae  lacrimae. 

The  Report  was  adopted. 

No  auditors  having  been  appointed  at  this  meeting  the  Secre- 
tary applied  for  audit  to  the  Deputy  Minister  of  Public  Works, 
Mr.  R.  P.  Fairbairn,  who  acted  as  one  of  the  auditors  last  year, 
He  kindly  consented  to  act  again  and  submitted  the  books  and 
accounts  of  the  Society  to  the  Provincial  Auditor,  who  congratu- 
lated, the  Secretary  on  the  efficiency  with  which  the  business  of 
the  Association  had  been  conducted.

Again  we  acknowledge  with  gratitude  the  generosity  of  the 
Minister  of  Education,  I^t.-Col.  the  Hon.  Dr.  Pyne,  to  this  Asso- 
ciation. We  have  received  from  him  6,000  beautiful  member- 
ship cards,  postage  on  the  posters  distributed  to  the  public 
schools  of  the  Province  through  his  department,  and  J3  in 
stamps  on  May  3rd.  The  stamps  were  not  deposited  in  the 
bank,  but  used  in  the  v/ork  of  the  Association. 

In  the  Minutes  of  the  Second  Annual  Meeting  the  Secretary 
has  fully  acknowledged  the  debt  of  the  Association  to  the  late 
Miss  Logan,  Recording  Secretary  of  the  R.  C.  I.  and  to  Miss 
Lee,  who  filled  the  same  position  throughout  the  past  year,  for 
their  invariable  courtesy  and  sympathetic  interest  in  forwarding 
such  business  of  the  Association  as  came  within  their  service.
